HAILSTONE 


Hailstone, or Elkhorn as it has been known at times, was home- 
steaded in 1864 and 1865 in an area about nine miles north of Heber. 
The original settlers were William Paret Hailstone, Ann Davis Hailstone, 
William Davis and William Denton Moulton, During the time of home- 
steading William Davis married Mary Goddard Collins and William 
Moulton married Mary Lee and then later Mary Ann Davis. 

Each of the original settlers homesteaded large acreages. They built 
small, log homes until larger dwellings could be constructed, One of the 
most elegant homes was built in 1877 by William Moulton, who prospered 
in many business ventures. 

The house was constructed from sandstone brought from the Lake 
Creefarea. Two front bedrooms were for his wives Mary and Mary Ann. 
Between the bedrooms was a large, beautiful parlor. There were two 
staircases leading to the upper story which included several more bed- 
rooms. The house had two bathrooms, a luxury for its day, a huge, almost
